By flecking the Thesaurus the principal would be able to 
identify the terms used in ERIC that correspond to the important

specifically in Hispanic students, she would probably want to begin 
her search using the appropriate Hispanic terms such as Puerto -Ricans' 
and Cubans.* Following each term (descriptor) in the subject index of 
rie are listed the titles and ERIC document (ED) numbers of related 
resources.
